Mr. Irby B. Murey, of the Okla­ 
homa Fire Inspection Bureau, is ip 
the city for the purpose of compil­ 
ing a new rate on all classes of 
insurable property. 
After an exami­ 
nation of the present Insurance rates 
governing in this city and an ispec- 
tkm of the water works system and 
of the fire department, this rate in­ 
spector stated that very little 'was 
lacking to raise the class of this 
city where something like a 20 per 
cent reduction 
would be made on 
dwellings and probably a correspond­ 
ing reduction on other classes of 
Ada property. 
When information was 
solicited from Mr. Murrey regarding 
those 
essentials th at the 
fire 
de­ 
partm ent lacked liefore the rate In­ 
surance throughout the city could 
Ive reduced, he stated that the rating 
bureau would require the ownership 
•by the city of the fire team and che 
employment of two firemen, one of 
whom should remain at the fire s ta ­ 
tion at af I tims. 
Mr. Lem U tile, the Mayor, when 
confronted with the proposition of im­ 
proved fire departm ent and reduced 
fire rates, was very positive in his 
attitude of desiring that the rating 
bureau's 
requirements 
be met and 
that rates be reduced, still he was 
unwilling to commit himself at this 
time to the employment by the city 
of two paid firemen .“for,” he said, 
“an inadequate levy was made for 
such support of Che fire department 
and Oklahoma has the peculiar law 
of refusing to allow, within the cur­ 
rent year, the w arrant issuance above 
80 per cent of an assessment.” “How­
